Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's submittal of an After-final amendment was received on May 9, 2005, 
wherein claims 7, 14 and 17 were amended and claims 1-2, 6, 13, 16, 18, 21-23, 25-26, 28-29, 
31, 33, 35 and 37-38 were cancelled. Claims 7 and 17 were amended to incorporate the 
allowable subject matter of claims 13 and 18, respectively. An English translation of Applicant's 
priority document was presented into to antedate the Lenhart '418 reference, which overcame the 
rejection of claim 3.
